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SHALL SAN MATEO 

COUNTY BE ANNEXED 
TO SAN FRANCISCO 

Conference of Representatives of Civic Or¬ 
ganizations of County Held at San 
Mateo Last San Mateo Saturday. 


Last Saturday afternoon, a confer¬ 
ence of representatives of civic organi¬ 
zations of the first and second town¬ 
ships of this county was held at the 
Peninsula Hotel, San Mateo, to discuss 
the advisability of starting an agita¬ 
tion looking toward the annexing of 
a portion of San Mateo county to the 
city of San Francisco. 

The meeting, which was well at¬ 
tended, was held under the auspices of 
the San Mateo board of trade, and was 
called to order by L. H. Newbert, its 
‘president, who was later selected as 
permanent chairman of the annexa¬ 
tion commitee which was organized. 

Paul Pinckney, secretary of the San 
^dateo board of trade, was chosen as 
permanent secretary of the committee. 

Chairman Newbert announced the 
purposes of the meeting. He stated 
that conferences had been held with the 
members of the real estate board in 
San Francisco, and as a result invita¬ 
tions had been sent to the various civic 
bodies of this county north of San Ma¬ 
teo to send representatives to this con¬ 
ference. 

South San Francisco, San Bruno, 
Burlingame and San Mateo were rep¬ 
resented. 

In order to obtain the sentiment of 
those present, Chairman Newbert call¬ 
ed on W. J. Martin of this city as the 
first speaker. 

Mr. Martin said that lately he had 
traveled through the county with a 
wealthy man, who observed while the 
waters of the main channel of the bay 
lapped the eastern shores of San Ma¬ 
teo county, there was no improved wa¬ 
ter front. The merchants of San Fran¬ 
cisco are complaining of lack of pat¬ 
ronage. The reason for that is the fact 
that thousands of people who work in 
Han Francisco live across the bay, 
where they also do their trading. There 
are splendid street car facilities over 
there and the employes of the hun¬ 
dreds of factories located there also 
live there. 

In the past, San Mateo county has 
been almost inaccessible. Will annex¬ 
ation solve the problem? The location 
of the Panama-Pacific Exposition at 
Tanforan in this county will force the 
railroads to still further improve their 
transportation facilities. 

A committee should be appointed 
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whose duty it would be to look into 
this matter carefully. At heart we are 
Han Franciscans. If we can cause the 
big city to grow this way let us do it. 

F. J. Glunk of Burlingame was the 
next speaker. He said he would speak 
on the subject at a later meeting when 
he would be better informed. The suc¬ 
cess of the upbuilding of Oakland is 
to a great extent brought about by the 
fact that it advertises its resources in 
fourteen different eastern newspapers. 

E. M. Stack and F. D. Lorton of 
Burlingame stated that the general 
sentiment, in their town was favorable 
to the annexation movement. 

Andrew Hynding of this city said 
he thought the proposition would be 
all right if improvements were given 
to outlying districts the same as is done 
in eastern cities. 

T. D. Boardman, of the San Fran¬ 
cisco real estate board, then followed. 
He said there are many things to look 
into. There are several reasons why San 
Mateo county people will be the gain¬ 
er if annexed to San Francisco. A 
million people can wield more influ¬ 
ence than a lesser number. Capital¬ 
ists will become interested and make 
investments. There is also a political 
feature connected with this movement. 
Political control will be a difficult 
problem. If early action is wanted, 
it must be done under the present San 
Francisco charter. The right man 
must be selected to take the matter to 
Sacramento and preseut it to the legis¬ 
lature. He guaranteed the support of 
the San Francisco real estate board in 
having an enabling act passed permit¬ 
ting the city of San Francisco to take 
in San Mateo county at present and 
later the cities on the east side of the 
bay can be included. 

Thos. L. Hickey of this city said 
annexation is bound to come. He had 
advocated that the matter be discussed 
among the various improvement clubs 
of the north end of the county. The 
people of this county want to know 
what the benefits will be. 

Secretary Pinckney introduced the 
following resolutions, which were unan¬ 
imously adopted: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
convention that the movement looking 
to the annexation of certain portions of 
San Mateo county to San Francisco— 
the boundaries of same to be determin¬ 
ed later—be diligently pressed with 
the view to evolving a scheine or sys¬ 
tem of government for the greater city 
to be so created, that will be mutually 
advantageous and acceptable both to 
the people of San Francisco and to 
! those of the territory sought to be an- 
: nexed thereto. 

Resolved, further, that no scheme of 
consolidation will be acceptable to the 
people of San Mateo county that does 
not guarantee local self-government to 
the various units constituting the 
greater city, with equal privileges and 
rights to all, the borough system of 
New York being recommended for con¬ 
sideration in this respect. 

Resolved, further, that the original 
joint committee representing the two 
counties at interest be authorized to ; 
; take such measures as may be neces¬ 
sary to enlist the services of various | 
working committees broadened on j 
such lines as will make them thor- 1 
oughly representative of all the terri¬ 
tory concerned in this project, and 
that the best talent and influence avail-

The field is open, and any republican 
who is a citizen and who files 
legal petitions can run for any office 
he wants to. 

The report the first of this week 
that Dr. J. L. Ross of Redwood City 
was going to seek the democratic nom¬ 
ination for coroner and public admin¬ 
istrator in opposition to Dr. Harry 
Plymire, who will no doubt receive 
the republican nomination, startled 
the many hundreds of friends of Dr. 
Harry, for obvious reasons. It was 
thought that some sort of peculiar pol¬ 
itics was being done, out of the ordi¬ 
nary. Later, Dr. Ross announced 
that he was not a candidate. 

In additiqn to the political gossip 
previously published in The Enter¬ 
prise it is learned that several new 
republican candidates are in the field. 

Attorney Kenneth M. Green of Han 
Mateo is mentioned as a candidate for 
the office of district attorney. 

Attorney Green is the son of Judge 
Milton J. Green, United States referee 
in bankruptcy. , • 

There are some rumors that former 
County Clerk H. W. Schaberg will 
contest with Joe Nash, present county 
clerk, for that office, but nothing defi¬ 
nite has developed. 

The fight for the republican nomina¬ 
tion for assemblyman promises to be a 
lively one. Thos. L. Hickey of this 
city, A1 Lowe of Redwood City, and 
Jas. E. Fitzgerald of Menlo Park have 
been mentioned in addition to Ex- 
Assemblyman Henry Ward Brown of 
Colma. 

No opposition has developed to the 
republican renomination of present 
treasurer, P. P. Chamberlain. 

It is reported that Geo. A. Kertell 
of San Mateo, foreman of the last 
grand jury, will seek the republican 
nomination for supervisor to represent 
the second township.

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FRUIT CROP OF 
WEST DAMAGED 


Pacific Coast Expected to Sup¬ 
ply Fruit Shortage 

Six of the great central lake district 
States must buy all their fruit from 
other States this season, and twelve 
or more States will have but a partial 
crop. This was made certain follow¬ 
ing a careful examination of the frozen 
buds and twigs. All garden vege¬ 
tables also have suffered severely, and 
Chicago must draw its supply from 
distant points as the result of the 
blizzard and freezing weather of the 
last few days. The temperature is 
slowly rising and snow and sleet has 
turned to rain, which has fallen in¬ 
cessantly. The same conditions are 
reported from Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
portions of Michigan, Indiana, Iowa, 
Nebraska and the Dakotas. 

The latest estimates of the loss to 
fruit, vegetable and grain crops put 
the total above $35,000,000, distributed 
as follows: Michigan, $6,000,000; In¬ 
diana, $5,000,000; Wisconsin, $3,000,- 
000; Nebraska, $3,500,000; Illinois, 
$3,000,000; Iowa, $9,000,000; Missouri, 
$2,500,000; Kansas, $3,000,000; Ohio, 
$1,500,000; Kentucky, $1,500,000. 

Losses in Tennessee, the Dakotas 
and other States will not be so heavy, 
as the storms devastated only por¬ 
tions of their crop. In the estimates 
no account is taken of the permanent 
crippling of young trees and the de¬ 
struction, partial or complete, of vines 
and plants.

Congressional investigation * to dis¬ 
cover what became of $100,000 con¬ 
tributed to erect a monument to Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln is being urged by some 
of the original subscribers, who, about 
forty years ago, made donations to the 
fund ranging from $1 to $100. 

Congress incorporated an associa¬ 
tion on March 19, 1867, to erect a mon¬ 
ument to Lincoln, and Senator Cullom 
was one of the original members of 


Jesse Pomeroy, Child Slayer, Asks 

Supreme Court to Rehear Case. 

Jesse Pomeroy, the famous life 
prisoner, most of whose existence has 
been passed in the State Prison of 
Massachusetts for child murder, wants 
the United States Supreme Court to 
pass upon his conviction and sen¬ 
tence. He makes the point that this 
court has hever passed upon the case. 
Pomeroy was seen by Lieutenant-Gov¬ 
ernor Frothingham and the Executive 
Council of the prison. 'He said to 
them: 

“I have discovered that my right 
to have my case heard before the 
United States Supreme Court has been 
either overlooked or neglected. I did 
not know I had this right until re¬ 
cently. I want the Supreme Court to 
issue a writ of certiorari to compel 
the clerk of the District Court to re¬ 
port the findings in my case. As a 
matter of law, I do not belong here. 
The Assistant District Attorney has 
been here to see me about the mat¬ 
ter, and we have talked it over. I am 
a poor man, and lack money to get 
legal advice. I have done most of the 
work preparing my case myself. I 
want the matter laid before the United 
States Supreme Court at the present 
session.” 

Pomeroy, now a haggard looking 
man, is apparently close to 60 years 
of age.

the board of trustees. An act of Con¬ 
gress provided that no metal or can¬

CLEVER JEWELRY FRAUDS 


HETTY GREEN WILL RETIRE 


Plans to Put Her Vast Wealth in the 
Hands of Her Daughter. 

Mrs. Hetty Green, celebrated for 
years as the richest and shrewdest 
business woman in the world, will 
soon retire from active business life, 
it is understood, and will turn over 
the handling of her immense fortune, 
estimated at $50,000,000, to her daugh¬ 
ter, Sylvia, now Mrs. Sylvia Astor 
Wilkes. 

For months it has been rumored 
that Mrs. Green’s health is failing, 
and these rumors have been partially 
substantiated during the last few 
weeks by the irregularity of the aged 
woman’s visits to her office in the 
Chemical National Bank, New York, 
and her feeble appearance when she 
does materialize there. 

Among the few persons la close 
touch with Mrs. Green it is understood 
that for years she has been quietly 
training her daughter to manage her 
immense fortune, and that since her

Bitter jealousies, heart-burnings and 
a considerable amount of indignation 
are the result of the visit to San 
Francisco of His Imperial Highness 
Prince Tsai Tao.

Imperial Court of China. 

For the first time in history there 
is an over-production of asparagus i: 
California. The market is glutted 
with the grass at present, and several 
hundred cases shipped to San Fran¬ 
cisco during the last few days from 
Sacramento to be incinerated. The 
Sacramento canneries and those 
down the river, where nearly all the 
California asparagus is grown, are 
accepting only the choicest of it, and, 
while the retail price in the market 
is about fehe same as usual, the burn¬ 
ing of large quantities of the vege¬ 
table is probably responsible for this. 

Thomas Elliott, a son of John El¬ 
liott, a well-to-do rancher of Franklin, 
was instantly killed near Sacramento 
when thrown out on his head in a 
ditch from an overturning automo¬ 
bile, while Newton Ehrhardt, a brother 
of Under Sheriff Ehrhardt, sustained 
a fracture of the skull and is in a 
precarious condition. The young farm¬ 
ers were driving homeward at a rapid 
rate of speed along the lower Stock- 
ton road. Ehrhardt was at the wheel; 
the car got beyond control and 
crashed through the railing of a 
bridge. 

The Mayor of Santa Cruz has ve¬ 
toed a resolution passed by the City 
Council which called for the cancel¬ 
lation of all liquor permits and li¬ 
censes on May 1st, and provided for 
their reissue. In his opinion, the 
resolution <s in violation of a restric¬ 
tive ordinance adopted a year ago, 
which cannot be changed within two 
years, except by a vote of the people. 
It was not the intention of the reso¬ 
lution to put the saloons out of busi¬ 
ness, but to compel their proprietors 
to make new applications for permits. 

Mrs. J. Pierpont Morgan, wife of 
the New York financier, accompanied 
by her daughter. Miss Anna Morgan, 
and a party of friends, have arrived 
in San Francisco from the Yosemite 
valley. 

The State Club at its next banquet, 
which will be held May 3d at the 
Hotel Sacramento, will listen to 
speeches to be made by Dr. David 
Starr Jordan of Stanford University 
and Colonel H. Weinstock on the 
problems of administration in Aus¬ 
tralia and New Zealand. State Con 
troller A. B. Nye will preside. 


Swindle That Covered Many States 
Costs Dealers Heavily. 

Details of what is described as one 
of the most gigantic jewelry frauds 
of recent years, with merchants of 
many of the larger cities as the vic¬ 
tims, were given out in a formal state¬ 
ment issued by M. D. Rothschild, 
president of the Jewelers’ Board of 
Trade, an organization of jewelers all 
over the country. The losses are esti¬ 
mated to date at $500,000, and a full 
investigation, it is said, will greatly 
increase these figures. Some of the 
estimates of the loss range as high as 
$ 2 , 000 , 000 . 

The statement says nine men have 
been arrested in connection with the 
alleged conspiracy, and Rothschild 
explained that an appeal was made 
directly to President Taft by the busi¬ 
ness men concerned, and through the 
President’s intervention Attorney- 
General Wickersham took the matter 
up and had an inquiry conducted by 
Government agents. 

While jewelers are said to be the 
principal losers, dealers in general 
merchandise are also said to have suf¬ 
fered, and insurance frauds and arson 
figure in the charges. 

The nine men said to be involved 
were arrested simultaneously in three 
different Southern cities.

The San Francisco organ of .John 
D. Spreckels is prosecuting its 
scalp quest through its news col¬ 
umns. 

One day it has the story repre¬ 
senting Hayes trembling lest the 
Lincoln-Roosevelt League claim 
him as a leaguer, and next day 
picturing our congressman as fear¬ 
ful lest the league overlook him. 

The Call’s scalping knife has 
ceased to be a dangerous or deadly 
weapon. It has lost its edge 
through chopping, slashing and 
hacking both sides of many issues 
and in many frays. 

For a Reason the Call was a 
strenuous political reformer. It 
was for the graft prosecution, for 
Heney, and against corporation 
control and corruption ; then it

E. I. Woodman of this city suggest¬ 
ed that the committee to be appointed 
prepare a circular to be sent to all 
portions of San Mateo county as an 
aid in getting the sentiment for or 
against the annexation of the whole 
county to San Francisco. If the sen¬ 
timent resulted favorably, then make 
a vigorous campaign to annex the 
whole county, and called it suburban 
San Francisco. Then we will have in¬ 
fluence enough to ask Congress to 
make the bay front navigable from San 
Francisco to Dumbarton bridge. 

Supervisor J. H. Coleman said in¬ 
vitations had been extended to or¬ 
ganizations north San Mateo for the 
reason that the Greater San Francisco 
committee had contemplated that part 
only to be annexed.

Judge A. McSweeney thought all 
matters connected with the annexa¬ 
tion movement should be investigated 
thoroughly, especially the question of 
protection. 

F. A. Cunningham of this city said 
the people of this county would want 
to know what benefits would be de¬ 
rived before they would vote in favor 
of annexation.

Special Prosecutor Knapp Has 
Planned Sweeping Inquiry 

J. R. Knapp, a special assistant dis¬ 
trict attorney, sent to San Francisco 
for the purpose of pursuing an inves¬ 
tigation into the methods of the sugar 
importing companies, has resumed his 
work with the Federal Grand Jury in 
the Postoffice building in that city. 
R. P. Rithet, head of Welch & Co., an 
importing and shipping firm, was 
called in and for nearly two hours 
was interrogated regarding sugar. 

Knapp, whose w r ork in the office of 
the United States District Attorney in 
New York has made him familiar with 
every feature of the sugar importing 
business, fired the questions at the 
witnesses with great rapidity and went 
over much ground in a short time. 

Although there were four witnesses 
called, olny two were questioned. The 
others will be called and the sessions 
of the Grand Jury will probably last 
all this w r eek. 

Many secretaries of sugar com¬ 
panies will be brought to tell of the 
connection which their companies may 
have with the so-called sugar trust, 
railroad men will be asked regarding 
rebates, and books of corporations will 
be taken to the Grand Jury room and 
examined.

GIVING FORTUNE AWAY 

Guardian for Farmer Who Was Givinf 
Hia Wealth Away. 

During the last few months W. A. 
Alloway, a wealthy farmer of Sno¬ 
homish county, Wash., near Everett, 
has seii* about $20,000 to Mrs. Weise, 
head of the colony of the Church oi 
God Society, a religious colony for¬ 
merly located in Snohomish county, 
but which recently migrated to South¬ 
ern California, near Los Angeles.
